The entire program is 
being rushed to completion in the spirit of the wartime slogan, 
f *The impossible w*e do immediately—Miracles take a little longer’.’

Receipt recently of several letters asking tlie source 
of State Road Department income and division of re¬ 
sponsibility for roads between the State, county and 
city, leads me to wonder if the public generally is not 
rather vague On the subject. 

Road and street administration is a very important 
phase of governmental operation. The citizens should be 
fully informed concerning the administrative responsi¬ 
bility of the several levels of government, and the re¬ 
sources at their disposal, else he cannot fairly judge 
the extent to which each is fulfilling its obligations. 

Since the task of getting this information from the 
various statutes would prove difficult, and a responsi¬ 
bility one could hardly expect of the average citizen, it 
would appear to be the duty of the governmental agency 
involved to make the information available in more 
convenient form. It is with the idea of giving a sim¬ 
plified but roughly accurate picture of highway respon¬ 
sibility that the following explanation is given. 

Government Levels of Responsibility 

Highway responsibility is actually divided between and 
supported by four levels of government,—Federal, State, 
County and City. However, as the State usually acts as 
the executive agency of the Federal Government, we 
usually divide the highway system into three parts. 

From 1917 the State has been responsible for main 
trunk roads; those connecting the seats of government, 
and commercial and industrial centers. Only one munici¬ 
pality of over 1,000 population is not served directly by 
the State Maintained System, and that is within one 
mile of it. Since 1941 it has added to its charge the 
municipal links connecting these main rural roads. 

The county has jurisdiction over local or land service 
roads and the cities and towns are administratively 
responsible for local streets within their limits. 

To support the State Maintained System of approxi¬ 
mately 9,000 miles the State has three sources of income. 

The first, and principal source is the proceeds from 4c 
a gallon on gasoline sold. The second is also from gaso¬ 
line tax, and consists of 80% of the surplus from 20 a 
gallon gasoline tax after the counties’ road and bridge 
debt service has been met. The third source is from the 
Federal Highway Aid appropriation. 


Receipts from these sources for the year 1947 are as 


follows: 

First (40 gas tax)_$ 23,361,000 

Second (20 gas tax surplus)- 3,291,000 


Third (Federal Aid App.) (approx) 3,875,000 


Total_$ 30,527,000 

This, incidentally, is the greatest income ever received 
for State Road purposes. 

Data are not yet available for 1947 income for coun¬ 
ties’ road and bridge operations and debt but the record 
for 1946 is as follows:

Unfortunately information on municipal highway rev¬ 
enue and expenditures is not available, so no analysis 
can be made. 

However, for the State and county, the significant 
thing is that of the total revenue (1947 State and 1946 
County) of $45,529,000 all of it except $4,773,000 or 
90%, was from State Motor Vehicle impoststhat is, 
tax paid by the highway users. When the land service 
value of roads, the extent which they enhance property 
values, is considered this non-highway users tax seems 
a small contribution indeed. 

But that is not all. Highway user imposts contributed 
substantially to schools and other government operations. 
In 1946 motor vehicle imposts diverted to non-highway 
use amounted to over $17,000,000. 

Thus, it appears that highway users are not only doing 
a good job of paying for the roads, but are rendering 
valuable support to other government functions.

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TOP SOIL 

We read almost daily about the necessity for further ef¬ 
forts towards conservation of top soil. We are impressed 
with every report and every editorial on the subject. Who, 
with an ounce of concern for the future welfare of his chil¬ 
dren and his country, is unimpressed with the U. S. Soil 
Conservation experts, report to the effect—“that hundreds 
of thousands of American farmers are stalled in an uneco¬ 
nomic, soil-destroying design for poverty because they lack 
the essential starting battery of soil minerals and the know 
how of using it?” And yet what do we do about it? Some 
farmers surely take the matter seriously; at least seriously 
enough to plant soil erosion control crops and collect a 
bounty from Uncle Sam for so doing. 

Individually we will adopt soil saving measures if we can 
get a national subsidy for so doing. We will in effect store 
up a crumb or so for future generations provided Uncle Sam 
will pay us now for doing our duty. Are we individually so 
improvident that we require immediate reward before we will 
turn a hand to conserve our greatest capital wealth? Perhaps 
so but collectively we are worse if you will consider the follow¬ 
ing example: our State Highway Department has for 25 
years been robbing farm lands of its very essence, the TOP 
SOIL, for the purpose of building roads; and the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, the same department that pays a 
farmer to practice conservation of top soil, in large, pays 
the bill. The Highway Department is reimbursed 50 to 100 
per cent by the Public Roads Administration, for many 
years in the Agriculture Department. Can you imagine such 
an anomaly? We pay our farmer to conserve priceless top 
soil; and we through the same department, pay him for 
priceless top soil with which to build roads. Surely our left 
hand does not know what the right hand does. 

Our highway engineers may have been excused 20 years 
ago for building roads of top soil. Then the road building 
industry, as such, was new and the supply of road building 
materials and machinery was inadequate. Today there is 
no such excuse. There is in DeKalb County alone enough 
rock to build every highway in the Southeast. 

Engineers may resent our deliberate choice of the word 
robbing, in reference to their use of top soil. It is true that 
the state and the federal governments pay the farmer; and 
perhaps well, in comparison with the current price of farm 
land. But is that the fair method of appraisal? Is there 
any way to measure a fair price for a goose that lays golden 
eggs? The farmer may figure that he will live only so long, 
and he won’t need the goose after that—it seems we have 
done lots of figuring like that in days gone by. We indi¬ 
vidually figured that we might as well get our share of wild 
pigeons while the getting was good. We did, and now if 
you want to see a wild pigeon, go to the Smithsonian In¬ 
stitute, and you may see a stuffed one. We likewise elimi¬ 
nated Salmon on the East Coast, and buffaloes on the plains. 
We invoked and enforced rules of conservation too late for 
wild pigeons, salmon and buffaloes. Our Agricultural popu¬ 
lation has worked out one fertile field and moved on to 
another but we have about covered the whole territory and 
we must now settle down to the proper use of our natural 
resources so that we may continue to survive. Let’s feed the 
goose well, and keep her laying for future generations.

Our age has seen the slow emergence of park develop¬ 
ment and operation as a function of government. 

Parks are justified on the basis of preservation of 
outstanding natural land features, creation of recre¬ 
ational facilities, preservation of inspirational values, 
health protection, resources for field work in educational 
programs, and other activities. 

Land for parks can be deserts, swamps, mountains, 
plains, seashore, forest or field. It is fortunate that the 
very nature of parks often makes it possible for some 
lands to be reclaimed for human use and enjoyment; 
and, at the same time, to enhance the value of adjoining 
land for other purposes. Other lands, which have be¬ 
come only slightly spoiled, can be reclaimed and restored 
as parks. Still, other lands have been found to be so 
inaispensible for parks that it has been desirable to 
spend vast sums to erase the handiwork of civilization. 

It is hard to say that land for parks shall have cer- 


FLORIDA STATE PARK PROGRAM 

State parks are already active as follows: 

Fort Clinch, Fernandina; Gold Head Branch, Keystone 
Heights; Highlands Hammock, Sebring; Myakka River, 
Sarasota; Hillsborough River, Zephyrhills-Tampa; Florida 
Caverns, near Marianna; Torreya, Rock Bluff; and Camp 
O'Leno, High Springs. 

Ten other sites have been acquired, but no development 
has been made due to lack of funds. These areas are: 

Tomoka State Park, north of Daytona Beach; Suwannee 
River State Park, between Madison and Live Oak; Hugh 
Taylor Birch State Park, an ocean front area at Fort Lauder¬ 
dale beach; Pan-American State Park on New River, Fort 
Lauderdale; Lake Griffin State Park (partially acquired), 
near Leesburg; DeSoto State Park (partially acquired), an 
ocean front area near Titusville; St. Andrews State Park 
(partially acquired), an ocean front area near Panama 
City beach; Collier-Seminole State Park, near Everglades; 
Santa Rosa State Park, Pensacola; and Jupiter State Park, 
at Hobe Sound, south of Stuart. 

Little Talbot Island State Park, an ocean front area 
between Nassau Sound and St. Johns River, near Jackson¬ 
ville, is being acquired. 

Group camps are proposed near Apalachicola, Okeecho¬ 
bee and Fort Myers. 


Laurel Oak, at Highlands Hammock State Park, near Sebring, 
is SI feet in circumference at the base and between 800 and 900 
years old. This is one of the three large oaks in the park which 
have had surgery performed on them. While this work was in 
progress, the cavity in the base of this Laurel Oak was large enough 
to cover 12 grown men. It has 40 tons of concrete and reinforcing 
steel in it. This state park comprises 3,800 acres. The hammock 
is an ideal wildlife sanctuary.—Photo by Harmon.

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tain specific qualities and no faults. It depends upon 
the natural character of the region how far we can go 
to establish minimum standards. For example, the peo¬ 
ple of south Florida may see only saw grass, palmetto 
and alligators in the Everglades, but to the person living 
in the mountains or on the great plains or in the desert 
country, the Everglades could appear as a veritable 
paradise of plant and wildlife. 

Some persons might argue that a park must have above 
all things, forested areas. Other persons are just as posi¬ 
tive that there must be water for swimming, boating and 
fishing. The man from the Southwest might be pleased 
with his desert scene without either the forest or the 
water. On the other hand, the wilderness enthusiast 
would certainly find little opposition from the believer 
in active recreation and vice versa. 

We might suggest that a park should be: 

a—Beautiful—suggesting rest to the mind, body and 
soul; 

b—As nearly as possible as Nature made it: 

c—Of such character that it is of significance in its 
class; such as, national, statewide or regional; 

d—Accessible to people; 

e—Of such character that a well-rounded active and 
passive recreational program can be provided 
within its boundaries; 

f—Possessed of the elements that provide an escape 
from routine work; and, 

g—Limited to a minimum of man-made developments 
which might destroy natural values.

KINDS OF PARKS 

We have come to understand parks as belonging to 
the following general classifications: international, na¬ 
tional, regional, state, county, municipal and private. 

There should be no conflict between any parks regard¬ 
less of the class in which they belong. 

Land for parks should be selected with a view towards: 
(1) preservation of natural wonders; (2) protection of 
historic shrines; (3) conservation of natural resources; 
(4) provision for recreational facilities; (5) furthering 
educational opportunities; and (6) profit by restoring 
strip-mined areas and other wastelands into useful 
purposes. 

In our civilization we have found that land is worth¬ 
less unless it is used. It cannot be used without people 
being involved. In regard to the use of land for parks, 
we have several general points to consider. Parks should 
be accessible to people varying in degree according to 
concentration of population. The parks should be se¬ 
lected and developed so that they contribute most to 
the health, education, culture and enjoyment of the 
people for whom they were created. 

We have learned much about the use of land for parks 
through the experience of the Federal government in 
national parks; through the Civilian Conservation Corps 
program; and more recently by actual operation of state 
park systems in our own state. There is still much to 
learn and we must find a common ground for the two 
schools of thought; namely, “Wilderness” versus 
41 Recreation ’ \ 

Let’s make this pleasant state more beautiful and a 
happier place in which to live by preserving our natural 
beauty and creating more and better state parks.

It 
is here, especially along the upper reaches of the river, that the 
flood plain is transformed into a blanket of blue and gold formed 
by acres of Blue Prairie Iris and the Golden Ragweed.—Photo by 
Harmon. 


O'Lena Recreation Area, located about 20 miles routh of Lake 
City and six miles north of High Springs, has become one of the 
most outstanding group camps in the Southeast, with accommoda¬ 
tions for 150 persons. Campers' groups must make their own ar¬ 
rangements for purchasing and preparing food. They must also 
provide their own bed clothing, although cabins have cots and 
mattresses. Fishing, boating, swimming, tennis and other sports 
facilities provide for a well-rounded program of recreation. While 
designed primarily for the use of agency and organization groups, 
picnicking (as shown in the picture above) and other day-use 
facilities are available. This recreation area is administered, fi¬ 
nanced and operated by the Florida Park Service.—Photo by Chester.

However, Lake Johnson, one and one-half miles long 
and one mile wide, is the largest lake in the park. It is shallow 
clear, and has soft white sand beaches. It is along the shore of thiu 
lake that the Main Use Area of the park is being developed. Gold 
Head Branch in itself is a beautiful little stream, three to ten feet 
wide, with crystal clear water, flowing over a bed of white sand.—

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GANDY BRIDGE

A two and one-half mile stretch of famous Gandy 
bridge, linking Tampa with St. Petersburg, was re¬ 
treaded in just three days, setting what may well be a 
record for this type of work. 

The $17,000 job was done for the Florida State Road 
department which took over the former toll bridge 
during World War II, by the Macasphalt Corporation 
of Lakeland. 

Anticipating five days of work, the bridge was closed 
at 6 a. m. on a Monday morning recently, but was open 
to traffic just 72 hours later, beating the deadline by 
two full days. 

Richey Green, project engineer for the road depart¬ 
ment, was in charge of the job. Elated over the speed 
in which bituminous plant mix retread and mineral seal 


were applied, Engineer Green modestly admitted that 
“it was very fast time.” He added that the public of¬ 
fered every cooperation and this helped to speed up 
the work. 

The retread surface on the bridge is one and one- 
half inches thick and covers up street car tracks which 
have plagued motorists since thfe bridge was constructed. 
The tracks were imbedded in the concrete surface and 
when wet constituted a dangerous driving hazard. 

Covering of the tracks gives a much wider appearance 
to the bridge and should reduce accidents. A white 
guide line has been painted down the center of the 
bridge. 

Old man weather cooperated, too, Green declared. 
The three-day period in which the job was finished was 
the only 72-hour stretch free from rain recorded during 
a three-month period preceding start of the undertaking.

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SASHO Has Successful Sixth Annual Meeting; 
Names Pruett, of Alabama 1948 President 


The Sixth Annual Meeting of the 
Southeastern Association of State 
Highway Officials held in Miami, De¬ 
cember 7 through 11, was one of the 
most successful in its history.

At the concluding General Session 
on Thursday after the Association 
elected W. G. Pruett, Office Engineer 
of the Alabama State Highway De¬ 
partment, as President for 1948, and 
A. E. Johnson of Arkansas as Vice 
President, President Pruett appointed 
A. Reese Harvey, Chief of the Ala¬ 
bama Planning Survey as 1948 Sec¬ 
retary-Treasurer. 

Registration for the Sixth Annual 
Meeting of the Southeastern Associa¬ 
tion of State Highway Officials began 
on Sunday afternoon, December 7, 
and continued throughout the meet¬ 
ing, showing a total attendance of 
602, including members and hosts.

Officials for their wisdom in joining 
together in a regional association for 
the purpose of solving their highway 
problems. 

Recognizing that the southeast’s 
economic condition has in the past 
suffered by comparisons with other 
sections of the country, Florida’s 
Chief Executive disclosed his confi¬ 
dence in a brighter future for the 
area. 

“The Southeastern States do have 
highway problems in common, over 
and beyond those problems general 
to the nation, for we are facing ex¬ 
panding industrialization, and popu¬ 
lation, and a greatly increased use of 
our highways. Our regional highway 
needs parallel, to a considerable de¬ 
gree, the regional demand for a 
broader and finer system of educa¬ 
tion. 

“ The Southeast has made great 
progress against heavy odds—our 
economies have suffered many ob¬ 
stacles but we are now rapidly on the 
way up. The costly loss of the young 
men and women we have educated to 
other sections of the country is being 
minimized because every year we 
have more to offer them. We have at 
last recognized the fact that if this

region is to grow and develop, there 
must be opportunities which will hold 
our own trained youth and attract 
others. 

“The strides of the present are 
bringing the Southeast to a favorable 
position in the eyes of the rest of the 
country and we can confidently look 
to the near future date when we can 
say with certainty that in the fields 
of education and highways we need 
no longer apologize. 

“Fortunately the discrepancy in 
wealth and eanings is gradually 
being eliminated. We have the 
natural resources and, I am confident, 
the human resources to do the job. 
By human resources I mean not only 
the man power, but the technique, or 
know-how required. 

“The remaining ingredients essen¬ 
tial to our success are the vision to 
plan boldly, and the courage to pledge 
our resources to carry out such plans 
with determination. ’ ’ 

Recounting with evident satisfac¬ 
tion and pride the State’s action in 
tripling its educational appropria¬ 
tions and doubling its health aid, the 
Governor proceeded to the subject of 
highways and highway safety. 

“Adequate highways will cost tre¬ 
mendous sums. We must dare to risk 
these sums in a bid for development 
of our region. We are not now faced 
primarily with the simple problem of

building just any kind of all-weather 
or hard surfaced road. While there 
still remain thousands of miles of 
secondary roads to be surfaced, out¬ 
most vexing and expensive job will 
be to relieve the congestion in those 
locations where we already have sur¬ 
faced roads. Particularly is this true 
in our urban centers of population. 
We must fashion our roads and streets 
to meet modern speeds, sizes and vol¬ 
umes of motor vehicles. 

“Whatever the cost of renovating 
and making efficient our highway 
system, if improvements are soundly 
planned to promote the local, State 
and interstate interests, the expendi¬ 
tures will be an investment which will 
pay dividends in years to come. 

‘ ‘ Highway improvements which 
would reduce the per mile cost of 
motor vehicle operation by ten per¬ 
cent would save motorists in Florida 
over $35,000,000 a year. 

“All of the Southeast is expanding 
rapidly, with Florida heading the 
group. Rapid expansion brings us 
privileges and opportunities, but also 
to an equal or greater degree, brings 
obligations. $50,000,000 is going for 
State Roads in Florida this year, and 
we should have had another $50,- 
000,000. 

“We have reason, of course, to be 
pleased that the highway fatality rate 
is down. When this can be accom¬ 
plished in a period of unprecedented

highway travel with such a large pro¬ 
portion of overage cars and on a road 
system that had to be left generally 
unimproved during the war, it is a 
noteworthy event. I think there is 
little doubt that the President’s High¬ 
way Safety Program contributed 
much to this achievement. 

“This program must be pushed 
and advanced by all of us, so that in 
time we can begin to point to a de¬ 
cline not only of the rate but of the 
volume of highway accidents. I 
would like to commend this item of 
highway safety to you for increased 
attention. In times such as we have 
just been through and now confront 
when lives have been snuffed out by 
the millions and there continues great 
suffering throughout the entire world, 
it is more than ever necessary for us 
in America not to grow callous to 
such loss of life and suffering. As 
ever we have in history we must place 
a high value on human life and strive 
to protect it, on our highways as well 
as by maintaining peaceful relations 
with the world.” 

In conclusion the Governor paid 
both the Florida Roadbuilders and 
the Road Department Officials very 
high compliments. 

“Road contractors and supply men 
as a group are very sound and astute 
men, and practically all of them had 
the good judgment to support me in

To support its boast as Florida’s leading industrial 
city, Tampa points to the last U. S. Census figures which 
show its annual industrial payroll equal to the com¬ 
bined industrial payrolls of the next two leading con¬ 
tenders in the State. 

Beyond Tampa to the North, South, and East stretch 
the fertile acres which fill to overflowing Hillsborough 
County’s horn of plenty, all to be emptied on dinner 
tables from New York to California. 

In Plant City in the Eastern portion of the County, 
• strawberry fields extend in all directions comprising 
a total of more than 5000 acres.

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Joint Cooperative Committee of AASHO and AGC 
Recommends Long Range Highway Program Legislation 


Legislation assuring a minimum of 
$500,000,000 a year in federal ap¬ 
propriations for many years to come 
is essential to the most efficient and 
economical construction of the na¬ 
tion’s highway system, Robert H. 
Baldock, president, The American 
Association of State Highway Offi¬ 
cials stated. 

Addressing a meeting of the Joint 
Cooperative Committee of The Amer¬ 
ican Association of State Highway 
Officials and The Associated Gen¬ 
eral Contractors of America, held in 
Miami, Florida, December 7, 1947, 
Mr. Baldock, who is also chief engi¬ 
neer of the Oregon State Highway 
Department, said: 

4 4 If the tremendous program of 
highway construction which is neces¬ 
sary to catch up with traffic demands 
is to be met in the most efficient and 
economical manner, the state high¬ 
way departments and highway con¬ 


tractors need assurance of continuing 
federal appropriations of a sum no 
less than $500,000,000. 

“ State highway departments need 
the assurance of continuing appro¬ 
priations so that they can draft the 
long range plans which make for most 
economical construction, and so that 
they can develop their engineering 
and other forces to handle this volume 
of planning and administration. 

“Highway contractors need the as¬ 
surance of continuing appropriations 
so that they also can develop organi¬ 
zations which can carry out the work 
with the maximum of speed, efficien¬ 
cy and economy. 

“State legislatures need this as¬ 
surance of a long-range highway con¬ 
struction program so that they can 
properly plan their matching appro¬ 
priations, and plan their tax pro¬ 
grams to assure adequate state 
funds.” 


Mr. Baldock pointed out to the 
meeting, which was held prior to the 
meeting of the Southeastern Associa¬ 
tion of State Highway Officials, that 
collections from the present 1.5 cent 
federal gasoline tax would be ample 
to provide for the federal appropria¬ 
tion. 

He emphasized that legislation as¬ 
suring a long-range construction pro¬ 
gram, and close cooperation between 
highway officials and highway con¬ 
tractors to further their common ob¬ 
jective of building better highways 
for less money, were essential to most 
efficient and economical highway 
construction. 

C. W. Phillips, Commissioner of 
the Tennessee Highway Department, 
and immediate past president of the 
American Association of State High¬ 
way Officials, said that never before 
had there been greater need for a

Senator Evans Crary reported that the County 
Commissioners of Martin County had held a 
meeting with the County Commissioners of Palm 
Beach County with reference to the Indian Town- 
Jupiter Road and have agreed to request the 
State Road Department to include this road in 
the 1948 budget. 

PALM BEACH COUNTY 

County Commissioner A. A. Poston of Palm 
Beach County was present and discussed with 
the Board the continued construction of Road 
809, known locally as the Military Trail. He re¬ 
quested the Department to go ahead with the 
construction of Section 9315 from the end of 
the present pavement at Lake Park County Road 
up to the intersection with Road A1A, a distance 
of about 6Vz miles. 

VERO BEACH—INDIAN RIVER COUNTY 

Senator Evans Crary, Representative Alex Mac- 
William, and Mr. Harry Damerow, City Engineer 
of Vero Beach, came as a delegation in behalf 
of the bridge situation at Vero Beach, Indian 
River County. 

Mr. MacWilliam stated to the Department that 
the War Department has changed the channel of 
the Inland Waterway from its present location to 
a new location to the west, which will necessi¬ 
tate a change in the location proposed for the 
new draw bridge on Road 502 at Vero Beach. He 
reported that the City has acquired the right of 
way for the new location and he urged the De¬ 
partment to include this bridge and the new 
causeway in the 1948 Budget. Mr. Fultz told the 
delegation that he would ask his engineer to 
work up the figures on the cost of this proposed 
work, and would try to work out something on 
this project. 

Senator Crary advised the Board that the peo¬ 
ple of Vero Beach are greatly pleased with the 
work the Department has done down there and 
the inclusion of this project in the 1948 budget 
would be most beneficial to his community. He 
advised that the people of Fellsmere are gratified 
with the work there. 

HAMILTON COUNTY'S REQUEST FOR AD¬ 
VANCE OF FUNDS FOR R/W 

The Board received a resolution from the 
Board of County Commissioners of Hamilton 
County requesting an advance of $>10,000 for ac¬ 
quisition of rights of way for certain State roads 
within said County, and removing certain build¬ 
ings therefrom, such advanced funds to be 
charged against Hamilton County’s 80% surplus 
gas tax fund account. 

On motion of Mr. Guernsey, seconded by Mr. 
Campbell, the Chairman was authorized to make 
the sum of $10,000 available to Hamilton County 
for acquisition of such rights of way, when it 
can be shown that the roads in question meet 
the Department’s requirements as set out in its 
policy resolution adopted September 16, 1946, and 
the Right of Way Division authorized to handle 
the details with the County. 

DESIGNATION OF PROPOSED STATE 
ROAD 9 AS A LIMITED ACCESS FACIL¬ 
ITY 

On motion by Mr. Carleton, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, State Road 9, Sections 8724, 8607 
and 9322 Extending from Opa Locka on the south 
and paralleling the Seaboard Air Line Railway 
through Dade, Broward, and Palm Beach Coun¬ 
ties to a point south of Clear Lake in Palm Beach 
County and extending northwesterly from that 
point around the west side of Clear Lake to a 
point intersecting the range line between R 42 E 
and R 43 E, thence northerly, paralleling said 
range line and on the W. side of the Florida 
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East Coast Railroad, wherever adjacent, to the 
Jupiter River, thence continuing in a northerly 
direction to the Martin County line, is a road 
proposed to alleviate congestion of traffic through 
Palm Beach, Broward, and Dade Counties and is 
of a design to carry a large volume of through 
traffic as well as to serve traffic, originating 
in or destined to the existing Cities and Towns 
located in the more heavily populated areas of 
said three Counties. 

WHEREAS, in order to provide for the heavy 
traffic thereon, it is necessary for the preserva¬ 
tion of public safety, the promotion of the gen¬ 
eral welfare, the improvement and development 
of transportation facilities that said proposed 
State Road 9 be designated, established and con¬ 
structed as a limited access facility. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the 
State Road Department that it finds the matters 
and things recited in the preamble hereof to be 
true; that it is of the opinion that traffic con¬ 
ditions, present and future, justify and require 
the designation and establishment of State Road 
9 as a limited access facility as hereinafter pro¬ 
vided; that it finds it to be practicable and to 
the best interests of the State of Florida that 
the designation and establishment of the said 
State Road 9 as a limited access facility is 
necessary to the public use. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED by the State Road 
Department that by reason of the foregoing it 
does hereby designate and establish Sections 
8724, 8607 and 9322 of State Road 9 extending 
northerly from Opa Locka on the south to the 
Martin County line on the north as a limited 
access facility as defined in and pursuant to the 
provisions of Chapter 348, Florida Statutes 1941, 
cumulative supplement. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED by the State 
Road Department that all owners or occupants 
of land abutting said limited access facility and 
all other persons shall have only such right of 
access to and from said limited access facility, 
except at such points as reasonably may here¬ 
after be established and designated by the State 
Road Department. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that it is the 
judgment of the State Road Department that said 
limited access facility is necessary, practical and 
to the best interest of the State, and that it is 
necessary that said access be limited as herein 
provided. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED by the State 
Road Department that each said counties of 
Dade, Broward, and Palm Beach Counties be 
and each of said counties is hereby authorized 
and requested, at its own expense, in its name, 
by its Commissioner, to secure by gift, purchase 
or condemnation the fee simple title to the lands 
situate in the raid respective counties necessary 
for the right of way for said limited access facil¬ 
ity for use in the establishment and construc¬ 
tion thereof and to convey the same to the 
State of Florida, free of encumbrances; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Chair¬ 
man and Secretary of the Department give 15 
day’s notice of this action by publication as re¬ 
quired by law. 

APPLICATION FOR LEASE OF CERTAIN 
PART OF R/W DAVIS CAUSEWAY 

Coastal Petroleum Company of St. Petersburg 
was represented by Messrs. J. E. Fitzpatrick and 
B. W. Heath in their request that the Depart¬ 
ment lease to them for oil explorational pur¬ 
poses certain parts of the right of way of Davis 
Causeway. 

The Road Board took no action, pending ad¬ 
vice on the legal authority for the Department 
to enter into such a lease without advertising 
for and receiving competitive bids. 

DADE COUNTY—STATE ROAD 9 

Messrs. Hugh L. Peters, Chairman, and Pres¬ 
ton B. Bird, Member of the Board of County 
Commissioners, Fred Cason, Attorney, and Earl 
Rader, Engineer, were present from Dade County. 

Mr. Peters reported their slow progress in 
securing right of way for State Road 9 in their 
county and asked for a map or sketches from 
which they could advise the public the meaning 
of limited or controlled access road. Mr. Cason 
expressed his opinion that the Department had 
the legal power to control or limit traffic access 
to any state highway. 

On motion by Mr. Campbell, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the following resolution was adopted: 
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WHEREAS, the County of Dade has approved 
and accepted the location and design of State 
Road No. 9 through that county proposed by 
this Department. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that 
this Department respectfully requests Dade Coun¬ 
ty to immediately carry out the program of se¬ 
curing the necessary rights of way with all dis¬ 
patch, and that the County is further requested 
to start immediately the condemnation suits 
necessary to acquire this right of way. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this De¬ 
partment furnish Dade County a plan-profils 
showing the access and service roads necessary 
to develop a full understanding of what is meant 
by limited or controlled access road. 

Delegation from Opa Locka, Dade County 

Mr. Frank Kelly, City Attorney, and Major 
General Baird, Mayor, of Opa Locka, appeared 
before the Board with reference to the extension 
of 27th Avenue, State Road 9, to the Golden 
Glades Road. Mr. Fultz told them the Depart¬ 
ment has this in the 1947 Budget up to Road 7, 
but the County has not secured the necessary 
right of way. He told them that if the County 
would give assurance that it would do in 1948 
what it had failed to do in 1947, acquire the 
right of way for this section of Road 9, the 
Department would program this project for 1948. 
OVERSEAS ROAD AND TOLL BRIDGE 
DISTRICT 

Mr. B. M. Duncan, General Manager of the 
Overseas Road and Toll Bridge District, spoke 
of the lease of some lands belonging to the Dis¬ 
trict to Roland Craig, and expressed his opinion 
that it would be advisable to extend it. 

On motion of Mr. Campbell, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the Board gave its approval to the 
extension of the Craig lease for two and one- 
half years from the present date of expiration. 

U. S. HIGHWAY NO. 1 IN CITY OF FORT 
PIERCE—ST. LUCIE COUNTY 

Mr. Frank Fee, City Commissioner of Fort 
Pierce, and Mr. Dewey Wilcox, Chairman of 
the Board of County Commissioners of St. Lucie 
County were present. 

Mr. Wilcox explained that his Board had been 
a little slow in accepting the terms of the De¬ 
partment with reference to the removal of water 
pipes on the route of U. S. Highway No. 1 through 
the City of Fort Pierce on account of the un¬ 
certainty of the amount this would cost, which 
would come from the future allocation of the 
County’s 80% surplus gasoline tax funds. Mr. 
Fee said that he was much interested in having 
the road built where it is, but the other mem¬ 
bers of the City Commission were newly elected 
and were just coming into office that night, and 
he could not speak for or commit the new 
group, and that their apparent lack of coopera¬ 
tion was because the City does not have the 
money. They were advised by the Road Board 
that this is a local problem, and if not worked 
out satisfactorily the Department would have 
to make the decision as to the best location for 
the highway, and that the matter would be held 
open until the next meeting of the Department, 
on January 19th, 1948. 

ADJOURNMENT 

By common consent, the Members adjourned 
to meet in Tampa on January 19.

my race for governor. Shortly after 
election I met with them and asked 
them what they wanted of me.

ficials and Road builders. Pie had, he 
explained, always hoped the Governor 
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held such sentiments concerning high¬ 
way administration, but it was the 
first time he had had the pleasure 
of hearing them publicly expressed. 

Pointing to the monumental task 
of highway renovation we face, the 
theme of President Bayless 1 annual 
address was the necessity of initiat¬ 
ing and maintaining good public re¬ 
lations if the tremendous job is to be 
successfully executed. 

“Those of us responsible for sup¬ 
plying adequate highways face a 
monumental task. Especially is this 
true in the Southeastern area from 
which our association is formed. Con¬ 
fronting us is the prospect of in¬ 
creased population, greater indus¬ 
trialization and a growing propor¬ 
tion of the nation’s highway travel. 

‘ ‘ In spite of continued scarcities 
there are about 3,000,000 more motor 
vehicles operating in the U. S. today 
than there were in 1941. This is an 
increase of 7.8%. The percentage in¬ 
crease for the Southeast is almost 
double that of the nation, being 
13.4%. Even if we were to assume 
our prewar roads were adequate for 
the 1941 traffic (which, is far from 
true) we would still have to provide 
for the increase and make up for the 
cessation of regular road building 
operations during the war. 

“We in Florida make no claim that 
out prewar roads were adequate; in 
fact the State Road Department had 
set up in 1940 a development program 
of over $100,000,000 for the State 
maintained system alone. This of 
course had to be deferred during the 
war, while deficiencies continued to 
mount. Our postwar increase in 
motor vehicle registration is 26% 
against 13.4% in the Southeast and 
7.8% in the U. S. Our highway 
needs are consequently tremendous. 

“I am of the opinion that suffi¬ 
cient resources to meet these needs 
cannot be marshalled without full 
public support. To enlist this sup¬ 
port, I feel we must go beyond being 
merely willing to let the public know 
what we are doing—we must take 
positive action to apprise the citizens 
of our needs, resources, and plans. 
In other words, our public relations 
must be improved. 

“The mass of our citizenry is often 
condemned as lacking in sound judg¬ 
ment. It is my thought that, instead, 
they often lack information on which 
to make a sound decision. When fully 
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informed^ the average citizen’s in¬ 
herent common sense and feel for 
justice can be relied on to lead him 
to a sound conclusion. For example, 
let us assume a Florida layman is 
told that the State’s motor vehicle 
imposts per capita are more than 
twice the average for the U. S. and 
that last year collections therefrom 
exceeded $51,000,000, an increase of 
$10,000,000 over any previous year, 
which facts are true—he would prob¬ 
ably conclude that the Road Depart¬ 
ment was grossly inefficient, else he 
would have much better roads to use. 
If that were all the information he 
had, such a conclusion would be in¬ 
escapable. However, if such layman 
were told the additional facts that 
from this unprecedented collection of 
$51,000,000, over one-third or $18,- 
000,000 was distributed to non-high- 
way uses, over $6,000,000 to county 
road and bridge debt, and that the 
Road Department received only $22,- 
900,000, whose road purchasing value 
was only about 60% of the prewar 
value, then such layman would un¬ 
doubtedly be more tolerant of our 
failure to supply immediately all the 
State Road improvements so sorely 
needed. 

“The avenues of keeping the pub¬ 
lic informed are numerous. Our news¬ 
papers are always ready to cooperate 
in disseminating certain types of 
road information, because it is usually 
newsworthy. Organization and other 
technical magazines also help, but 
they usually reach a limited group 
who are already interested in and 
conversant with highway matters. It 
is said one good picture is worth a 
thousand words, so it is probable that 
a rare opportunity will be averlooked 
if we fail to take advantage of the 
judicious use of moving pictures 
which could be shown in schools, 
civic meetings and elsewhere. Most 
of us have no more than explored the 
possibilities of the radio as a means 
of keeping the public informed. 

“One of the best opportunities of 
informing the public comes through 
the types of program in which most 
of us are now engaged—the urban 
and secondary highway developments 
inspired by the federal postwar act 
of 1944. 

‘‘ These developments require a 
maximum of cooperation and consul¬ 
tation with local authorities, local 
civic groups and individuals. I be¬ 
lieve that through these programs a 
.great many citizens are becoming

much better informed on road mat¬ 
ters/ ’ 

Fairbank Defines Highway 
Planning 

Hon. Herbert S. Fairbank, Deputy 
Commissioner of the Federal Public 
Works Administration, gave the dele¬ 
gates plenty of meat for thought in 
his discussion of “What Is This 
Thing Called Planning ?” 

It is clear from this expert’s re¬ 
marks that the ever increasing com¬ 
plexities of highway transportation 
will require the fullest effort in 
sound planning on a cooperative basis 
between not only all Government 
Agencies, but with manufacturers 
and regulatory officials as well. 

Beginning with an admission that 
the word “planning” was distaste¬ 
ful to many because it connoted vari¬ 
ously (1) an impractical visionary, 
(2) an attempt to control beyond de¬ 
pendable foresight, and (3) a usurpa¬ 
tion of intuitive judgment. Commis¬ 
sioner Fairbank concludes that these 
objections have little relation to “the 
actuality, of sound and needed plan¬ 
ning. ’ ’ 

Mr. Fairbank then proceeded to ex¬ 
plain that Highway Planning Sur¬ 
veys and Highway Design are not 
Highway Planning, but are instru¬ 
ments of planning and means of ef¬ 
fectuating the plan. After enumerat¬ 
ing many things which are not plan¬ 
ning, the speaker defined the clause. 

“Highway planning is an organ¬ 
ized, deliberate, and rationally direct¬ 
ed process, aiming to bring about, and 
maintain an optimum balanced ad¬ 
justment of the condition of all roads 
and streets to their proper and neces¬ 
sary uses in the service and promo¬ 
tion of safe and efficient, reasonably 
regulated highway access and high¬ 
way transportation by vehicles of ap¬ 
propriate design, through the appli¬ 
cation of constructive effort in pro¬ 
portion to scientifically determined 
needs, and the collection of financial 
means for the support of that effort 
from all beneficiaries, and from each 
in proportion to the benefits con¬ 
ferred.” 

After pointing out that our pres¬ 
ent highway system and transporta¬ 
tion system are the result largely of 
patchwork, the Commissioner af¬ 
firmed : 

“These are the conditions in which 
highway transportation now exists. 
They are clearly undesirable condi¬ 
tions. They are the result of many 
piecemeal decisions and actions, taken 
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at many times, by many individuals 
and corporate bodies and many gov¬ 
ernments, without clear recognition of 
the interrelationship of the matters 
decided and acted upon. 

‘‘There is growing recognition of 
the need to alter and correct these 
conditions. How can it be done ? The 
answer, the only answer of which I 
can conceive, is organized deliberate 
highway transportation planning . 99 

The magnitude and scope of the job 
are outlined in Mr. Fairbanks con¬ 
cluding paragraphs. 

“Highway transportation planning 
of such definition and scope is cer¬ 
tainly not the sole concern or respon¬ 
sibility of the State highway depart¬ 
ments. it calls for actions and deci¬ 
sions far beyond the capacity of a 
Federal Public Roads Administra¬ 


tion. It calls for unified co-working 
of many agencies and groups: The 
cooperation of highway officials of 
the nation, State, city and county; of 
motor vehicle administrators; of po¬ 
lice officials; of the legislative 
branches of the State and Federal 
Governments; of road users; and of 
vehicle manufacturers. 

“The Public Roads Administration 
is willing and anxious to take its part. 
It was for this use, exactly, that the 
highway planning surveys w r ere con¬ 
ceived; to these ends every item of the 
recommended outline of needed fact 
gathering was directed. A recent 
General Administrative Memoran¬ 
dum (No. 319, issued September 24, 
1947) renews our promise of coop¬ 
eration, and repeats an earlier sug¬ 
gestion of the manner in which in-

formation, that can be well assembled 
only by the highway planning sur¬ 
veys, can be addressed to the ends of 
highway transportation planning. 

“The State highway departments 
cannot, if they would, avoid the re¬ 
sponsibility of major contribution to 
such planning effort when it is un¬ 
dertaken, as surely, soon or late it 
will be, in every State. The State 
highway planning surveys will be the 
expected sources of most of the facts 
required in that planning. 

“May I, in closing, suggest to the 
head of each State highway depart¬ 
ment here attending, that he take a 
fresh look at his highway planning 
survey after the approaching holi¬ 
days, that, patiently, for it will re¬ 
quire patience, he read the full text 
of General Administrative Memoran¬ 
dum No. 319; and, facing toward the 
west from whence a new wind is 
blowing, decide for himself, whether 
he is going to be ready, as the inevi¬ 
table occasion will require, to fulfill 
the requirements of this thing called 
highway transportation planning . 99 

The Secretary then called the roll 
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of the member departments, finding 
all twelve states and three of the PRA 
Division represented—only PRA Di¬ 
vision 4 (Chicago) not having a dele¬ 
gate present. 

After appintment of special com¬ 
mittees by President Bavless, the ses¬ 
sion was adjourned. 

Immediately after adjournment 
pictures were taken of the entire as¬ 
sembly on the parkway in front of 
the Columbus Hotel. During the 
social hour that followed pictures by 
state groups were made. 

At noon the ladies were compli¬ 
mented with a delightful luncheon at 
which they were entertained by a 
charming fashion show, with beautiful 
models displaying the latest creations 
in feminine wear. This was followed 
at three o’clock by a boat ride along 
the Miami waterfront and around 
the beautiful islands that be-gem the 
bay between Miami and Miami Beach.

Abercrombie, Engineer of Materials 
and Tests, Georgia Highway Depart¬ 
ment. 

The committee on Planning and 
Traffic Engineering also had a very 
significant session. Following a dis¬ 
cussion of traffic problems by Earle 
J. Reeder, Miami Traffic Engineer, 
the committee was carried on a con¬ 
ducted bus tour where problems and 
remedies were viewed at first hand. 
The tour included a visit to Crandon 
Park over the new Rickenbacker 
Causeway, recently completed by 
Dade County. 

The late afternoon was devoted to 
a social hour and the evening to a 
visit to Biscayne Dog Track. 

* * # 

Tuesday morning was devoted to 
committee meetings followed by a 
short social hour at 11:30. The after¬ 
noon visit to attractive Gulf Stream 
Park elicited many expressions of ap¬ 
preciation and wonder at the beauty 
of the setting, which is indeed worthy 
of the 4 ‘sport of Kings”. 

OVERSEAS ON A HIGHWAY 

Highlight of the convention was 


considered by many of the 400 who 
participated to be the day long in¬ 
spection trip to Key West, with stops 
for luncheon and supper at the palm 
fanned tropic isle of Pigeon Key on 
Wednesday.

Pruett appointed A. Reese Harvey, 
Alabama, as Secretary-Treasurer. 

After receiving report of J. Robert 
McClure, Secretary-Treasurer, the 
session stood adjourned. 

A fitting climax to the meeting was 
the evening’s entertainment at the 
Roney-Plaza Hotel on Miami Beach. 

Following a social hour in the foun- 
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tain centered hotel patio among the 
palms bearing colored lights instead 
of coconuts, the members and guests 
transferred to the main dining room 
for a truly delicious meal featuring 
cut fruit, bean soup, salad and roast 
turkey. 

After dinner the assemblage re¬ 
turned to the patio for some spicy 
entertainment by A1 Robinson, ven¬ 
triloquist and his dummy, Alkali Ike, 
both of whom were capable assisted 
by President Bayless. 

The newly elected President Pruett 
and Vice President Johnson were in¬ 
ducted into office by retiring Presi¬ 
dent Bayless. 

Before the dance, the group were 
audience to an enthralling water 
show, featuring remarkable feats of 
stylistic and comic diving, and water 
ballets. 

The dance in the tropical patio 
fittingly concluded the program.

long-range highway construction pro¬ 
gram, or the need for more concerted 
effort to secure it. 

He stated that meetings between 
highway engineers and contractors 
through the Joint Cooperative Com¬ 
mittee or otherwise were the best way 
to solve mutual problems, and unite 
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for coordinated efforts to secure nec¬ 
essary legislation. 

The Joint Cooperative Committee 
adopted a resolution endorsing fed¬ 
eral legislation to enable planning 
of long-range highway construction 
programs by the states. 

Purpose of the Joint Cooperative 
Committee 

Purposes of the Joint Cooperative 
Committee were explained by the co- 
chairman, W. Vance Baise, chief en¬ 
gineer, North Carolina State High¬ 
way and Public Works Commission, 
representing the American Associa¬ 
tion of State Highway Officials; and 
Morris E. DeWitt, Kirkwood, Mis¬ 
souri, of the Port er-De Witt Construc¬ 
tion Co., representing the Associated 
General Contractors of America. 

They described how meetings of 
the committee enable highway offi¬ 
cials and highway contractors to 
know each other better, to develop 
better relations with each other, to 
learn more of the other's problems, 
and to join in solving mutual prob¬ 
lems so that money is saved for the 
taxpayer. 

Items on the agenda, the principal 
points discussed and conclusions 
reached were as follows: 

Changes in Specifications and 
Design to Eliminate 
Uncertainties 

There was general agreement that 
all possible improvements should be 
made in specifications and design to 
eliminate uncertainties, and that the 
more information a contractor had 
the better his bid would be. Sug¬ 
gestions which were made, or expe¬ 
riences which were cited as helpful 
included: 

State highway departments meet 
jointly with chapters of The Asso¬ 
ciated General Contractors of Amer¬ 
ica to review specifications and de¬ 
sign. 

Make specifications as definite as 
possible, make plans as complete as 
possible, make quantities as definite 
as possible so contractors can esti¬ 
mate closely. 

Locate and indicate soil and borrow 
pits to be used. 

Hold meetings of state engineers so 


that more uniform interpretation of 
specifications and design is secured. 

Specify results, not methods. 

Reduce possibilities for scope cf 
work to be changed. 

Secondary Road Construction 

With respect to fitting specifica¬ 
tions to local conditions to reduce 
cost and engineering supervision on 
secondary roads, discussions centered 
on such points as eliminating grading 
to string lines, hand rubbing of struc¬ 
tural concrete, hand finishing of back 
slopes, allowing greater tolerances in 
grade and alignment, decreasing the 
compaction requirement to 90 per 
cent, and the question of whether or 
not work should be bid by the mile. 

Cooperation Between Engineers 
and Contractors 

Emphasis was given many times 
in the discussion that engineers and 
contractors not only find it mutually 
helpful to cooperate on their ^prob¬ 
lems, but they have the responsibility 
to do so. 

It was pointed out also that in ad¬ 
dition to the need for cooperation 
between the state highway depart¬ 
ments and organizations of contrac¬ 
tors, both the departments and the 
contractors have the responsibility to 
educate their field representatives on 
the questions which have been settled. 

Cooperation had been demonstrated 
as helpful not only between the de¬ 
partment and contractors in a state, 
but also between the contractors and 
states in a region. 

Contractors suggested the desira¬ 
bility for quicker decisions and in¬ 
spections. Departments noted that 
shortages of engineers generally was 
responsible for delays. 

Joint cooperation was also recom¬ 
mended on a national scale to pro¬ 
mote legislation which will provide 
for continuing highway construction 
programs. 

Increased Mechanization 

There was general agreement that 
there should be increased use of ma¬ 
chinery for more efficiency and econ¬ 
omy, that plans and specifications 
should be adapted to its use, and 
that field engineers must be educated 
to interpret plans and specifications

to permit more mechanized operations 
when they can perform the required 
operation satisfactorily. 

Increased Pay for Highway 
Engineers 

Highway officials and contractors 
agreed unanimously that adequate 
numbers of good engineers were es¬ 
sential to plan and administer pro¬ 
grams which can be carried out most 
efficiently and economically. 

Two resolutions were adopted. One 
recommended that the Southeastern 
Association of State Highway Offi¬ 
cials consider a resolution petitioning 
the state legislatures to adopt ade¬ 
quate pay scales. The other recom¬ 
mended study by the association of 
a merit system to recommend to the 
states to give engineers greater se¬ 
curity and better opportunity for 
promotion on merit. 

Secure More Bids 

During the discussion on how to 
secure more bids, contractors pointed 
out that in the states where depart¬ 
ments rejected bids on a large scale, 
contractors sought work elsewhere. 
The experience with states which ac¬ 
cepted most bids was that there was 
increasing competition and better 
prices. 

At conclusion of the discussion the 
meeting adopted a resolution recom¬ 
mending that the Southeastern As¬ 
sociation of State Highway Officials 
give study to a uniform system of 
prequalifying contractors.

In addition to getting a break on the weather, every¬ 
thing was mechanically perfect, the project engineer re¬ 
lated. In order to insure against delays should there 
be a breakdown, duplicate equipment was kept at the 
scene by the contractor, to be rushed into use should 
there be a mechanical failure. 

“We were all striving to get the bridge open to traf¬ 
fic in the shortest possible time,” Green said. 

The asphalt was prepared in a modern, all-electric 
Barber-Greene plant designed especially for Macasphalt. 
A Caterpillar diesel generator furnished power for the 
plant. 

A Barber-Greene spreader and finisher was used. 
Asphalt was hauled from the plant to the finishing ma¬ 
chine in Ford and Chevrolet trucks. Unhampered by 
traffic, the trucks made good time in trips to and from 
the plant, which was established on the Tampa end of 
the causeway. 

Buffalo-Springfield rollers were used to smooth the 
surface. Stone was pushed up to the asphalt plant with 
an International TD-18 bulldozer equipped with a Bu- 
cvrus-Erie blade, and the hopper of the plant was 
charged with a Bucyrus-Erie 22-B truck crane equipped 
with a clamshell bucket. Material was fed from the 
bopper through a reciprocating feeder direct to the plant. 

. The entire project was under the general supervision 
of S. P. Turnbull, division engineer for the Florida State 
Road department.

Engineers can no longer, be excused for robbing a farm 
of its essence. The engineer has more responsibility to the 
public than to provide a cheap road—he should build good 
roads of materials that will not endanger the appetites if 
not the existence of future generations. A farmer may from 
a strictly selfish viewpoint excusably figure that he won’t 
need the golden goose longer than he lives but a state and 
nation can not figure its span of life—its officials should 
above everything else, assume an indefinite span of life, and 


guard natural resources, accordingly. To divert life giving 
top soil to construction of highways is a misappropriation 
of the Nation’s capital; and if the practice is not abandoned 
voluntarily by our highway engineers,, then our lawmakers 
should intervene.

carloads of fresh vegetables, 2000 of fresh citrus, 1000 
of canned citrus, 1000 of strawberries, in addition to 
200 carloads of frozen products and 100 of canned 
vegetables. 

To the South lies Ruskin, “ Salad Bowl of the Nation,” 
where mechanized farms, placing 4500 acres under cul¬ 
tivation, produce tomatoes, sweet corn, Irish potatoes, 
peppers, cauliflower, cabbage, eggplant, broccoli, celery, 
endive, carrots, cucumbers, beets, squash, lettuce, and 
other products—all harvested from October through 
July! Naturally protected from killing frosts, aided by 
a fine sandy loam soil, and irrigated by flowing artesian 
wells, Hillsborough County’s “agricultural empire” pro¬ 
duces a wealth of health-giving vitamins and minerals.

Members of a 
five-county area livestock committee 
met with County Commissioner Wood- 
row W. Tilton and E. S. Rydholm, En¬ 
gineer of Florida State Markets, to dis¬ 
cuss the remodeling. Mr. Rydholm will 
draw up the plans and states rebuilding 
will start as soon as plans are approved 
so that the market will be ready for 
operation by March 1, 1947.

Dade County Commissioners have ac¬ 
cepted from the Clark-Dorm construc¬ 
tion company the recently completed 
lifeguard station and rest-room at Haul- 
over beach. A. D. Barnes, Dade county 
parks superintendent, announces that 
the county is planning to place at least 
200 cabanas each on Haulover beach 
and in Crandon park.

Charley Toppino and Sons, contrac¬ 
tors for Monroe county’s new home for 
the aged on Stock Island, have been 
directed by the Monroe County Com¬ 
missioners to proceed with the filling 
and grading of a large parking space in 
front of the home. The work is not to 
cost more than $300.

Dade County Commissioners have 
granted the U. S. Naval Reserve the 
right to build a 40 by 100 foot building 
on county property at N. W. North 
River Drive and Twelfth Avenue, Miami, 
to be used for training purposes. 


The bid of Jack Culpepper for build¬ 
ing north and south wings on the Leon 
county courthouse and rebuilding the 
county stockade on Gaines Street, Tal¬ 
lahassee, has been accepted by the Leon 
County Commissioners. The total cost 
of the work is to be $78,313.90.

During the past 10 years, Hillsborough 
County Commissioner Nick C. Nuccio 
has laid 79,648 square feet of sidewalks 
near schools in his district. School prin¬ 
cipals have expressed their gratitude 
for this work, which enables children 
to go to and from school along 16-foot 
roads without the risk of walking in 
line of traffic.

Palm Beach County Commissioners 
have appointed Commissioner Lake 
Lytal and County Engineer Jake Boyd 
to meet with boatmen and city officials 
of Palm Beach and West Palm Beach 
in the hope of perfecting a cooperative 
plan of opening hours for the bridges in 
that area. They, like people in other 
parts of the state, have become exas¬ 
perated with the War Department’s 
policy of opening bridges for an over¬ 
grown rowboat to go through while long 
lines of autos are wearily waiting.

The town of Bronson is to have some 
street improvements within the next 
three months if plans of the Levy Coun¬ 
ty Commissioners are carried out. The 
Commissioners have agreed to spend 
$5,000 in rebuilding and repairing exist¬ 
ing pavement and perhaps paving short 
sections of other streets. 

• 

Clay County Commissioners have 
voted to have the election precinct dis¬ 
tricts conform to serve both the Com¬ 
missioner Districts and the new School 
Districts.

A quarter of a mill special levy for 
improvement of waterways has been 
placed in next year’s budget by the Polk 
County Commissioners. Proceeds of the 
levy, expected to be between $20,000 and 
$25,000, will be used to clear debris from 
and eradicate hyacinths in Polk Coun¬ 
ty’s rivers and streams.

Pinellas County Commissioner An¬ 
drew E. Potter, who is also county 
health board chairman, aroused by the 
epidemic threat of water pollution, has 
said he would ask County Commission¬ 
ers to request a U. S. Army Engineer 
county-wide water control survey. Army 
engineer services will be sought on the 
basis of Pinellas County’s need to par¬ 
ticipate in the state-wide flood control 
program.

MIAMI, Fla.—Wildlife and scenic attractions in the 
Miami area, which have played second fiddle to the 
more publicized race tracks, sports events, and amuse¬ 
ment centers for several years, are coming into their 
own. 

With the dedication of Everglades National Park on 
December 6 travel and scientific attention will be fo¬ 
cused on one of the richest and most unique wildlife and 
scenic regions in the Western Hemisphere. 

While sightseeing facilities for exploring the new park 
are limited, and will continue so for some time, Miami 
and its environs are dotted with a large and varied as¬ 
semblage of natural beauty centers, many typifying the 
same rare species of flora and fauna to be found in 
the “Glades.” 

One outstanding example of this is Miami’s world famed 
Parrot Jungle which fascinated Britain’s Winston 
Churchill during his Miami vacation in the winter of 
1946. 

The Parrot Jungle consists of a large tropical ham¬ 
mock featuring unusual jungle trees, ferns, air plants, 
wild orchids, and gulches in which water rises and falls 
with the tides, in addition to hundreds of brilliantly 
plumed Macaws, Parrots, Cockatoos, Parakeets, Love¬ 
birds, Pheasants, Flamingos, alligators and monkeys. 

Nearby is a monkey jungle in which thousands of mon¬ 
keys live wild in the forests. Here the monkeys run 
free and the visitors are “caged”, touring the area by 
way of screened-in walkways which protect them from 
the curious little animals. 

Matheson Hammock State Park is another readily ac¬ 
cessible example of wild, jungle area, in which visitors 
may stroll at will through the undergrowth along hacked- 
out footpaths. Within the area is a bathing beach and 
several picturesque lakes, surrounded by spacious pic¬ 
nic grounds. Facilities are available for sailboating and 
surf casting. 

On the fringe of the vast Everglades is located an 
Orchid Jungle—a tropical wilderness in which thou¬ 
sands of wild and cultivated orchids grow in their natural 
surroundings. The “ Glades ’’ is the only area within the 
United States where orchids grow wild. 

At the North Miami Zoological Gardens, between 2,000 
and 3,000 wild animals, birds and reptiles may be ob¬ 
served. The outstanding feature of the Gardens, how¬ 
ever, is Capt. R. Proske and his famed tigers. 

One of the world’s most famous collections of rare and 
unusual tropical plants, trees and shrubs is to be found 
in Miami’s Fairchild Tropical Garden, which was de¬ 
veloped by the noted horticulturist, Dr. David Fairchild, 
and is kept open to the public, free of charge. 

Newdy opened Crandon Beach Park on Biscayne Key, 
features 2% miles of new public beach bordered by the 
largest cocoanut grove in the United States. More than 
10,000 bearing cocoanut palm trees are estimated to be 
in the grove. 

Typical examples of Seminole Indian life may be ob¬ 
served within the City limits of Miami at two Indian 
villages located on the Miami River—Musa Isle and 


Tropical Hobbyland. Features of these settlements in¬ 
clude alligator wrestling Seminole braves, along with col¬ 
lections of rare birds, monkeys, and curio displays. 

Even in the downtown district of Miami, natural at¬ 
tractions are featured in the city’s $5,000,000 Bayfront 
Park, which includes several varieties of palm trees, 
banyan trees, and a rock garden. Also located here are 
an open air bandshell for concerts, and Miami munici¬ 
pal auditorium. 

Adjacent to the park is the city yacht basin, starting 
point for numerous sightseeing boats which transport 
visitors up the Miami River, and through the man-made 
Venetian Islands in Biscayne Bay, where they may view 
the palatial waterfront homes of this city’s wealthy winter 
residents. 

The yacht basin also is headquarters for Miami’s deep- 
sea fishing fleet, and thousands of visitors jam the docks 
daily to see the varied assortment of fish brought in 
from the Gulf Stream by sports fishing parties. 

Giant sailfish, marlin, tarpon, barracuda, dolphin, 
bonitos and many other specimen of deep sea fish may 
be seen at the docks daily. 

Hialeah Park race track, even when the horses are 
not running, presents another unusual attraction with 
its flock of more than 600 giant pink Flamingos, and 
fewans. An average of 2,000 persons a day visit Hialeah 
during the non-racing days where it is open without 
dfrarge as public park. 

Interesting side trips which may be made by private 
automobile out of Miami include a drive into the Ever¬ 
glades National Park, along a narrow roadway stretch¬ 
ing from nearby Florida City, 45 miles across the tip of 
Florida Peninsula to Flamingo on Cape Sable; and a 
165-mile trip down the Overseas Highway to Key West. 

This famed highway, which is considered one of the 
world’s outstanding engineering achievements, consists 
of 39 bridges connecting numerous picturesque islands 
and keys stretching from the tip of the peninsular to 
Key West. 

This area’s most outstanding historical site — Fort 
Jefferson National Monument in the Dry Tortugas Is¬ 
lands—may be reached by boat from Key West. The 
massive six-sided brick fortress is located in the Tor¬ 
tugas Isles, 70 miles west of Key West. 

It w r as built prior to the Civil War and is one of the 
largest brick fortifications ever constructed by the United 
States Government. A unique feature of this giant for¬ 
tress is a moat which surrounds its 45-foot high tvalls. 

Fort Jefferson and the Tortugas Isles are scheduled 
to be developed as a historical attraction of Everglades 
Park, although they lie 120 miles south of the mainland 
area of the park proper. 

Opening of Everglades Park is the tourist No. 1 event 
of the 1947-48 winter season in Miami. But this out¬ 
standing new attractions in South Florida promises to 
lend emphasis to the many beautiful and interesting 
features in the area, and developers of these various at¬ 
tractions are “sprucing them up” for the most active 
season in their history this year.
